In announcing Canada’s new ininileration and land settlement policy, Hon, 
Charies Stewart, Minister of Immigration and Colonization, made it plain that 
the cardinal features 
francs in country of origin, and (2) wise direction after settling in Canada. 

The impertance of these two things can hardly be over-estimated, In 
the past Canada has lost tens of thousands of immigrants who, after coming 
fo this country, have drifted away to the United States or returned to the 
land from which they came. The reason is not far to seek. Many in the 
first place were not of a type ov class at all likely to suceeed in this country. 
Others, and probably a much larger number, became discouraged because, 
through lack of knowledge and “wise direction” they made fatal mistakes, re- 
sulting in loss and ultimate failure, 

Cereful selection of immigrants in the country of origin will operate to 
prevent men and women wholly unfitted by previous environment and train- 
ing from succeeding in a new coutry like Canada from ever embarking on 
such a venture, For example, it is but inviting failure to send a man to 
Canada who all his life has followed, say the occupation of silk weaving, He 
Knows silk weaving thoroughly, but is qualified to succeed at that and nothing 
else, ‘To send such a man and his family to making a livelihood in Canada 
at farming, or lumbering, mining, is to invite trouble all round, 
neither the training, the physique, the udaptibllity required to succeed, 

What Canada and must have are the average sturdy 
women and boys in their teens who have the physique to, stand hard work and 
can adapt themselves to manual labor, People who can work, and are will- 
ing and desirous of working on the land itself, are the type having the best 
possible chance of muking a success in Canada, 

But even more important than careful selection is the provision of wise 
direction after they have arrived ineCanada,

niake a real suc sin Canada. 

Such a plan to succeed must have the cordial support of individuals all

Dominion 


Travel is one of the greatest ele- 
ments in education and is one of the 
fundamentals of good citizenship. The 
desire to know one's own country 
should be inculeated into the system 
of every Canadian and to obtain any 
adequate knowledge, how can it be 
acquired better than by travel? “Can- 
adians, See Canada,” and ‘See Canada 
T'irst,” ete, have been adopted as slo- 
gans in the endeavor to create in the 
lninds of Canadians the advantages of 

national travel and the 
Canada has to offer, 

The purport of this article is at

Canadian people may use their vaca- 
tions for years and find new scenery 
and new interest annually. From 
the quiet beauty of the Maritime Proy- 
inces to the more rugged scenery of 
the Province of Quebec, the almost 
continuous lake and river country of 
Northern Ontario, the Rocky Moun- 
tains so immense, beautiful and won- 
derful, on to the Pacifje Coast, one 
cannot {imagine without personal 
vision and knowledge what a wonder- 
ful asset we have in our widespread 
playgrounds and national parks. 

But to make the most of these won- 
derful heritages, to realize thesfullest 
amount of profit, they must be devel- 
oped, The Provincial and Dominion 
Governments must be keenly alive to 
what the possibilities are. Good roads 
to the wonder places and beauty spots 
are essential so that the way of the 
tourist may be made easy and attrac- 
tive, 

Much has been done by the railways 
to advertise our tourist territory, 
which has resulted in millions of dol- 
lars being spent in Canada annually, 
principally by our neighbors to the 
south of us, but the fringe hfs as yet 
only been touched. The Canadian 
National Raflways have just opened 
Jasper Park Lodge, in Jasper Park, 
that largest and most wonderful of all 
our national parks, 4,400 square miles 
of magnificent mountainous scenery. 
There wild life roams unmolested and 
thousands of tourists from all parts of 
the globe will gladly assemble an- 
nually when-the park is fully develop- 
ed with good motor roads, and the 
system of lodges so auspiciously open- 
ed on June 15th last are extended 
through the park. Jasper Park is 
but one of the many feature places to 
be developed. Mount Robson Park, 
just fifty miles west from Jasper sta- 
tion, 1s another, Aside from Mount 
Robson being the highest peak in the 

‘anadian Rockies, 18,068 feet), the 
park which is entirely within the proy- 
ince of British Columbia, is an Alpine 
kingdom in itself, but until such time 
as it is developed, the glory and ma- 
jesty of its scenery is denied the tour- 
{st who does not choose to ride a 
cayuse, 

By way of comparison it has been 
stated that tourist traffic in California 
alone nets approximately a hundred 
million dollars a year, and the more 
Northern Pacific Coast States, Wash- 
ington and Oregon, add fully half that

Indians Make Good Progress 


Irispsction Shows Good Farms With 
Heavy Crops, and Contented 
People 


During his visit to British Columbia 
the Honorable Charles Stewart, Su- 
perintendent General of Indian Af- 
fairs, met an important deputation of 
Indians at Vancouver on July 24 to 
discuss with them their claims to ab- 
original titlé in the lands of British 
Columbia. This has been a vexed 
question with the Indians since Brit- 
ish Columbia entered Confederation. 
Much good work was accomplished 
in the morning and afternoon sessions 
of this conference. Mr. Stewart stat- 
ed to the Indians that it was his inten- 
{ion to arrive at an amicable under- 
standing without the necessity of go- 
ing to the courts, arfd putting the 
Government and the Indians to un- 
necessary expense, 


The Indians contended that the In- 
dian title to the lands had never been 
ceded, and that they should be com- 
pensated for them on_ reasonable 
terms by the Dominion. Arrange- 
ments were made for a further confer- 
ence at which negotiations will be 
carried on, which will no doubt bring 
about an amicable settlement in terms 
that will be accetpable to all con 
cerned, 

Mr. Stewart also visited the Kam- 
loops Indian reserve and the large 
Indian industrial school located there, 
and observed the necessity for new 
buildings, He inspected the splendid 
farm which is being conducted by the 
staff of the school, and also viewed 
the lands which it is proposed to bring 
under irrigation at an early date. 

In Southern Alberta, the Blood 
Indian reserve south of Macleod was 
visited, and an important meeting 
was held on the Ist of August, at 
which there was a large gathering of 
chiefs and Indians. The Minister ex- 
plained what his policy would be with 
reference to the reserve, and assured 
the Indians that their interests would 
be in evéry way protected. The Min- 
ister inspected the boarding schools 
on the reserve and a hospital which is 
conducted by a staff of nurses belong- 
ing to the Grey Nuns order. Every- 
where the Minister noticed evidence 
of progress on this reserve, the crops 
being particularly good, with an abun- 
dance of hay, 

Mr. Stewart also 
Hills and other reserves along the 
Qu’Appelle valley. He was especially 
impressed by the wonderful success 
made by the Indians in the colony 
who are carrying on farm activities 
independently. In all cases he found 
that these Indians were working their 
land according to the most approved 
scientific methods, and the results are 
shown by the splendid crops which 
these Indian farmers have this year. 
The Minister specially noted that In- 
dians who had the advantage of being 
trained in Indian schools were in all 
cases carrying on their farming opera- 
tions much more successfully than 
those who did not have the advantage 
of school training. 

The Minister found the Indians con- 
tented and happy, and everywhere he 
went the Indians were found to be

Lord Robert Cecil Discusses Condi- 
tions in Troubled Europe 

“When we come to analyze the sit- 
uation closely we find that the fear of 
war is the beginning of unwisdom,” 
said Lord Robert Cecil recently dis- 
cussing conditions in Europe. “Rus- 
sia’s apprehensions have been trans- 
lated into vast armies withdrawn from 
reproductive work, ill-fed, +ill-clothed, 
ill-disciplined, and consequently a 
greater menace to thelr friends or 
fellow-citizens than to their enemies. 

“In France the fear of war has led 
fo the establishment of those armies 
of occupation on the Rhine that are 
costing bankrupt Germany more than 
one nfillion pounds a week—inore 
than two thousand million marks. 

“Fear of war is leading a section of 
public opinion in England to demand 
a vastly increased alr service, and still 
further concentration upon scientific 
methods of slaughter. In all direc- 
tions we find that knowledge is still 
harnessed to destruction; that the 
readiest means of money-making is to 
invent something that can destroy life- 
energy faster than nature can _ re- 
place them. Behind all these mani- 
festations Hes fear.”

Are Relentless Pursuers 
Have Wonderful Endurance 
At a time when crime is rampant in 
many of our cities, It is interesting to 
learn something of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, 
western Canada with iron hand, 
says a New York paper. ‘T. W. Moss, 
of Edmonton, Alberta, who was at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, New York, en 
route to Colombia, declared that no 
man who has lived in Western Canada 
would) ever want the Northwest 
Mounted Police to get on his trail.

“The Northwest Mounted Police are } 


the best organized body of men in the 
world and each individual in the or 
ganization possesses perseverance to 
the nth degree,” siid Mr. Moss. “No 
matter in what part of the country a 
criminal may hide himself, he will be 


foHowed and brought to justice by 
these men. Each member of the 
band is assigned to a special territory 


and he patrols this section of the 
country constantly. All disorder 
comes under his notice and he is vest 
ed with the power to settle disputes 
that do not require the judgment of a 
count. 

“The mounted policeman does not 
always wait for disorder or crime to 
be reported to him. In that country, 
where the towns are not close togeth- 
er ind where the population is not 
great, it is possible for the man mak- 
ing frequent trips through a certain 
territory to become acquainted with 
the people living in that section of the 
country. Each stranger who does not 
seem to have any special business or 


who looks suspicious is made note of | 


by the rider and should a crime be re- 
ported from that district the stranger 
will first come under suspicion, 

“Then, too, the observing powers of 
these men are highly developed. A 
recently extinguished camp fire, a 
freshly broken trail, all signs in an 
unsettled part of the country that a 
human being has passed that way be- 
fore him, are considered worthy of re- 
membrance, and it is remarkable how 
in the tracing of criminals by these 
men such incidents will sometimes 
link together to aid in finding the 
right man, It is a principle among 
these policemen that when one of 
them starts out on the trail of a mur- 
derer he will not return without him, 
and a mounted policeman will be gone 
for months at a time on such an er 
rand, 

“They are men of wonderful endur- 
ance. It is not often that of them 
succumbs to exposure, and it is almost 
a sure thing that when once a mem- 
ber of this force is on the trail he will 
return with his man. ‘The pursuer is 
well equipped, and is physically and 
mentally fit, while 
fleeing from justice is in an excited, 
nervous condition and not in a posi 
“on to get proper food and shelter to 
keep himself well. To escape from 
a relentless pursuer in that 
northern country requires a good 
supply of food, a thorough tknow- 
ledge of the country, warm clothing 
and a buoyancy of spirit which will 


| permit the fugitive to endure the ter- 


rible loneliness of endless days and 
nights without companionship. 

“Even if I possessed all these quali- 
ties I would much prefer to be on 
friendly terms with the Northwest 
Mounted Police,”

Express Rate on Cream 


Rate of Three Gallon Cans Allowed to 
Alberta Dalrymen Vy 
Favoring the establishment of an 
express rate on three gallon cans of 
cream that would be lower than the 
rate on five gallon cans, the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada al- 
lowed the representatives of the Al- 
berta Dairymen’s Association and the 
express companies one month's time 
in which to arrive at some suitable 
arrangements, Failing to reach a 
satisfactory agreement, the Railway 
Commission will form a tariff.

But it 
has been amply demonstrated that 
green forage crops may be satisfae- 
torily cured and stored in either pit or 
trench silos and where cash is scarce 
this is undoubtedly the system to 
adopt. The pit silo is simply a round 
hole in the ground like a well but with 
a greater diameter, usually 12 to 18 
feet across and any depth down to the 
water line, while a trench silo, as the 
name implies, is a trench 12 to 16 feet 
in width, § to 10 feet d®ep and of a 
Jength to suit the size of the herd or 
ihe amount of crop to be stored.  Sil- 
age crops are easily and cheaply 
xrown and ensilage is undoubtedly the 
best and most economical fred for 
winter milk production. Hence a 
xood motto for all dairymen would be 
“put a silo up or put one down, bui 
grow ensilage crops and have a 
silo.”

Beginning of Life Insurance 


First Company Was Formed in London 
In 1706 

Life insurance originated in 1706 in 
London. In that year there was form 
ed the first life insurance company. 
It waS called the Amicable Society for

and second grade oils for the manu- 
facture of soap, varnish, ete., are pro- 
duced. Nor is growth confined to the 
Rocky Mountains, For commercial 
purposes, the garden or opium poppy 
ts cultivated on many prairie farms in 
Central Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The Western Canadian Slavic or 
Ruthenian settlements in Alberta, in 
particular, include the cultivation of 
the poppy as part of their crop, some- 
limes to the extent of an acre per 
farm. In order to extract the oil 
which they, utilize for cooking pur- 
poses and for confections, they em- 
ploy a special hand-made tool, which 
they originally brought from Turoge 
for the purpose. With this oil, their 
menu includes cakes, pies, candies 
and sandwiches, 

Bun dough is used when cake or pie 
is required, The crushed seed is 
mixed with honey and the raw dough 
left to stand for half an hour; then, 
in a moderate oven, the moisture is 
left to bake” until the top becomes 
brown. 

To make candy, the crushed seed is 
mixed with honey and nuts and boil- 
ed; it is then spread on a clean, wet 
board, pressed to the required thin- 
ness, cooled and cut into squares. The 
white-seeded or black-seeded varieties 
are used for oil pressing, but when 
the production of oil is the principal 
object of culture, the black seed is 
usually preferred, ‘The quantities of 
oll yielded by both varieties and the 
proportion they contain (from 50 to 
60 per cent.) are the same. 
pressing, seeds of fine quality yield 
from 30 to 40 per cent. of virgin or 
white oil, a transparent liquid fluid 
with a slight yellowish tinge, pleasant 
to the taste and with no perceptible 
odor. Ona second pressure with the 
aid of heat, an additional 20 to 25 per 
cent. of inferior oil is obtained, red- 
dish in color but possessed of a bit- 
ing taste and a linseed-like smell. The 
oil belongs to the linoleic or drying 
series, having as its principal consti- 
tuent linolein, and contains greater 
drying power than raw linseed oil. 

Poppy oil is a valuable and much 
used medium for artistic oil painting. 
The finer qualities are used in the 
north of France and Germany as a 
salad oil and for adulterating olive 
oil; inferior qualities are employed in 
soap and varnish manufacture, 
lamps and in oleaginous cakes as food 
for the poor. 

When the Empire Press toured Can- 
ada in 1920, each member carried 
away with him from Lake Louise a 
small packet of Iceland seeds, and a 
packet was sent to Princess Louise 
(now the Dowager Duchess of Argyll), 
after whom the lake was named. Lat- 
er, the Duchess wrote, at the request 
of Queen Mary, for a packet, so that 
it was assumed she had secured satls- 
factory results from those originally 
sent to her.

Red Cross Nursing Outposts 


Extending Nursing Facilities to Out- 
standing Sections in Saskatchewan 
The Red Cross will establish one of 

its Nursing Outposts at Kelvyington, 

thus bringing the total of hospitals 
and outposts operated by the Red 

Cross in Saskatchewan to eight, locat- 

ed at Paddockwood, Carragana, Ez 

End, Robsart, Bengough, Cut Knife, 

Meadow Lake and Kelvington, 

The Red Cross has also decided, 
working in co-operation with the Rural 
Municipalities of Souris Valley No. 7, 
and Lomond No, 37, to place district 
nursés at Colgate and Bromhead, the 
cost of such service to be divided 
equally between the Red Cross and 
the municipalities, * 

This decision was reached at a re- 
cent meeting of the committee on 
Medical and Nursing Services. Re- 
ports presented to the committee 
showed that during the six months of 
the year, nursing days in the six out- 
posts in operation for a whole or part 
of that period totalled 1,435, and that 
35 bables were born. 

The Council of R.M. of Bengough 
No. 40 are so well satisfied with the 
work being done in the Red Cross Out- 
post there that at a recent meeting it 
was decided to make important altera- 
tions and extensions to the present 
building, or build a new, larger and 
more modern one. 

The two years for which the Red 
Cross agreed to operate the outpost at 
Paddockwood expire in October, and 
the people there have petitioned for a 
renewal agreement, and in’so doing 
refer in terms of high praise to the 
splendid services rendered to them in 
their isolated location, far removed 
from all other medical or nursing help. | 

The Red Cross has also authorized 
the establishment of an outpost at 
Medstead on condition that a suitable | 
building is provided, but steps in that 
direction have been deferred until 
next spring. 

Eleven graduate nurses are now em- 
ployed permanently by the Red Cross 
in Saskatchewan. The expenditure 
for the past twelve months in equip- 
ping and operating outposts and main- 
taining district nurses in the field has 
been approximately $20,000, while do- 
nations for this work have amounted 
to about $4,000,

Duplication of Pacific Cable From 
Canada to Australla 


When completed, the duplication of 
the Pacific cable from Canada to Aus- 
tralla and New Zealand, will prove 
one of the gYeatest engineering feats 
ever accomplished. The cable runs 
from Vancouver and touches Fanning 
Island, Norfolk Island and Fiji, An 
enormous number of messages pass 
over it, and although the new line will 
cost something like two million 
pounds it will soon justify the expen- 
diture of this enormous sum.

Strange Geographical Theory 


German Scientist Says American Con. | 
tinent Is Drifting Farther West 

Is the American continent drifting 
westward and slowly leaving Europe 
behind? It is, if the theory propound- 
ed to the Savants of the British Asso- 
ciation at Hull by the German geolog- 
ist, Wegener, is correct. Dr. Wegen- 
er declares that the varlous continents 
originally were jointed at the poles, 
but that now they are drifting away 
from the poles and from east to west. 
America is moving westward faster 
than Europe, he said, and Greenland 
still faster than America. He added 
that this movement had been proved 
by experiments at observatories in 
Europe and at Washington, 

In the discussion which followed 
Prof. Turner, of Oxford, said there 
were no astronomical observations 
worthy of serious consideration in 
support of Wegener’s theory. Green- 
land, he admitted, had an apparent 
drift, showing a change of three-quar- 
ters of a mile in position between 1923 
and 1907, All other evidence, how- 
ever, was against the existence of 
changes in latitude and longtiude,

bar, said what struck him most at the

Great Strength In Tiny Bodies 


Lifting Powers of Certain 
Compared With Man 
Probably the most wonderful fea- 
ture of a mosquito is its muscularity. 
This may seem a ludicrous statement, 
but a great surprise waits anyone who 
for the first time examines one of 
these insects under a glass. Size for 
size, a mosquito’s wing~ muscles are 
equal to an eagle's, Even on a calm 
day, a mosquito can fly forty or fifty 
miles without a halt; and with a help- 
ing wind, three times this distance! 
The ordinary housefly, too, has aston- 
ishing wing strength; tests have 
shown that when it desires really to 
hurry it can “dash” 160 feet in a sec- 
ond—110 miles an hour straight-away. 
Imagine a man who could lift 73,800 
pounds! He would have all known 
“strong men” of past and present 
beaten so far that comparisons would 
be ridiculous. But that is what our 
average man could lift were he as 
strong in proportion to his size as a 
crab; a weight 490 times its own is 
just a good average lift for a crab! 
The muscles of a large oyster, too, 
will support a weight of thirty-seven 
pounds. 

A Belgian sclentist found that a bee, 
weight for weight, was thirty times as 
strong as a horse, It has been found 
that an ordinary housefly can lift a 
matchstick and that in doing so it ex- 
érts as much power in proportion to 
its size as a man when he holds aloft 
on his feet a beam fourteen feet long 
by thirty inches square. Even a very 
small bug can drag six matches—the 
equivalent to 4 man's pulling 330 
beams as large as himself. 

Spiders sometimes exhibit wonder- 
ful strength, especially in conflict. 
There is a spider in Java that is the 
dread ofall other insects; it makes a 
web that can hardly be cut with a 
knife! With spiders size is not al- 
ways a measure of strength; but this 
fellow has both bulk and power. 

One writer states that an ordinary 
ant can carry ten times its own 
weight. Personally, I have seen them 
do far more than this.—L, E. Eubanks.

crab is a large, yellow, juicy apple. 
We used these for pies and to preserve 
whole—they cannot be beat . I chal- 
lenge any B.C, crab apple grower to 
show any finer crabs than those I had 
in my orchard this year, The trees 
were so loaded that they had to be 
propped up and several branches 
broke off as they could not stand the 
strain, On one branch I counted 84 
apples. I picked about three bushels 
off three small trees. The other two 
kinds of crabs were also heavy bear- 
ers, but are smaller, these apples 
make fine apple butter. But should I 
plant more I should certainly plant 
the larger kind as it is no use raising 
inferior fruit when you can grow the 
real article. 

Now, there is no good reason why 
a larger kind of apple cannot be 
raised here. An apple that will 
ripen not later than September and 
are of a hardy nature. This year all 
-|my fruit ripened a month a head of 
any killing frost. Of course, we may 
have wet years, with an early frost, 
which would hurt the fruit crop, but 
}then, no kind of crop is Absolutely 
| certain every year, 

PLUMS AND CHERRIES 

For a number of years I have grown 
and ripened six different kinds, of 
plums and three kinds of cherries, 
All of the plums and cherries have a 
common tart taste or something akin 
to the choke cheery taste and I think 
they are all grafted from the same 
stock with a regard for hardness.

The heaviest bearer of 
all is the Opala, a hybrid developed 
by Pro, Hayson on the South Dakota 
Experimental Station, These plum 
trees, bear so heavy that you can hard- 
ly place a finger any place on the 
branches without touching a plum.The 
cherries are Compass, Sand and Rocky 
Mountain cherries, all heavy bearers. 
I understand that Mr. Stevenson, the 
Manitoba farmer and horticulturalist, 
has developed a very fine plum which 
bears his name and I shall try to ob- 
tain some trees from him. I can seo 


no good reasons why a better plum | 


cannot be grown here, 

As a matter of fact much of the 
fruit growing here Js still in the ex- 
perimental stage and no one knows 
yet what possibilities there is in store 
along that line in Southern Alberta. 


One thing I can vouch for, and that | 


is the growing of strawberries, cur- 
rants, gooselerries, raspberries and 
crabs are nq longer in the experi- 
mental stage; these can begrown here
